+ FBIS Panama bureau was able to monitor Mexican President Miguel 
de la Madrid's 1 September State of the Nation speech from Mexican 
television via satellite. In addition, satellite coverage allowed the 
bureau to monitor a prereleased summary of the speech carried by REUTER. 
The prompt and full coverage this year contrasts with past years, when 
only sketchy reports were available from poor to nnmoni t^ rable Mexican 
shortwave broadcasts or from press agencies.
